“ Medical opinion has changed. We 
no longer believe climate will cure 
tuberculosis. 
We ask ourselves where 
treatm ent can be obtained of the kind 
required and within the means of the 
patient. 
A child or an aged person is 
seldom sent far away. A young man 
or woman may be advised to go away 
if there is some good reason for it. 
“The most im portant thing is good 
medical care, usually in a sanitorium, 
no m atter what the climate is” .

penetrated the lining of the mouth, 
every effort of the animal to get rid 
of it only results in further 
emi>ed- 
ding the seed into the tissues. These 
Injuries become infected anti lead to 
abscesses and eventually 
to 
death. 
Occasionally an animal is found dead 
from starvation because a great wad 
of grass lodged in one cheek,

was better than some other kind of 
air and that the climate of the arid 
Southwest or of Florida or Califor- 
nia would cure tuberculosis. 
“Medical opinion has changed. Wt 
no longer believe climate will cure 
tuberculosis. We ask ourstdves where 
treatment can be obtained of the kind 
required and within the means of the 
patient. A child or an aged person is 
seldom sent far away. A young man 
or woman may be advised to go away 
if there is some good reason for it. 
“The most important thing is good 
medical care, usually in a sanitorium, 
no matter what the climate is”.
